Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, it is not clear if the term "pure surfactant" refers to the whole 
formulation, the anionic surfactant, or the combination of amphiphilic composition, ester 
and ionic surfactant. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 8, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sinquin (5958844). 

Sinquin teaches a fluid which comprises a reaction product of linseed oil and

3. Claims 1-3, 6, 8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Hillion (6492430). 

Hillion teaches a composition which comprises a reaction product of linseed oil 
and diethanolamine, and an alkyl ester of a fatty acid oil (see examples 1 and 2). The 
ester may be the organic base and solvent as taught in applicants claims 6-8 and 10. 
The intended use in a specific mud of claim 1 1 does not distinguish ( in re Pearson 181 
USPQ 641). 

4. Claims 1-3, 6, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Hillion (6221920). 

Hillion teaches a composition which comprises a reaction product of linseed oil 
and diethanolamine, and an alkyl ester of a fatty acid oil (see example 5). The ester 
may be the organic base and solvent as taught in applicants claims 6-8 and 10. The 
intended use in a specific mud of claim 1 1 does not distinguish ( in re Pearson 181 
USPQ 641). 
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5. Claims 5 and 12->?fare objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
